proposed to discuss the issue”

W ar Front Very Tangled 
Nehru emphasized 
that 
India 
does not want to take any responsi­ 
bility in the possible arran g e m e n t 
of a cease fire in Indochina. 
Referring to the decision of the 
Big Four foreign ministers in Ber­ 
lin to discuss Korean and 
Indo­ 
chinese 
settlements 
at 
Geneva, 
Nehru said: 
“ I presum e the 
Chinese 
Com ­ 
munist governm ent agre ed to this 
procedure because it is intimately 
involved 
and 
its presence is ob­ 
viously essential.” 
He said the cease fire he pro­ 
posed would be simply that,
